The Bill of Rights 


Has man, simply as a human be- 
ng, any rights in the world merely 
iy virtue of being born into it? 


We Americans say, yes. The whole 


cove of our political and social be- 
ki revolves around the thought that 
he individual is sacred—that there 
is something in each man or woman, 
simply as men and women, which not 
governments, not social organizations, 
not monarchs, Caesars, nor dictators 
may molest or dilute. 


The whole colonial history of North 


America, from its earliest days, is star- 
red with declarations of rights. Gov- 
ernment has always been limited 
The people have always felt that it 
existed for them, not they for the gov- 
ernment. Always, in a score of solemn 
declarations .Americans were assert- 
ing, "I am a man. I can be persuaded 
but I cannot be pushed." 


When the present American gov- 


ernment was organized, these ringing 
assertions of the rights of men were 
strongly in American minds. 
As- 


surance was demanded that the new 
government would not infringe on 
rights pretty generally conceded to be 
basic. On Dec. 15, 1791, about three 
years after the Constitution went in- 
to effect, the first 10 amendments be- 
came effective. They are called the

WASHINGTON (IP)— The War De-

Luzon is the principal island of the 


Philippines. Manila is located on it, 
about 400 miles from where the Jap- 
anese landings were attempted. Earl- 
ier from Manila an army communique 
reported that the Japanese were at- 
tacking in forces at Luzon, the north 
end between Vigan and Aparri. 


The communique said that inform- 


ation was received from the command- 
ing general of the Far East command 
revealing "the defeat of hostile at- 
tacks against the west coast of Lu- 
zon between San Fernando and Vi- 
gan. 


"Our first bombing attack on six 


enemy transports at Vigan resulted 
in direct hits on three hostile ships 
and damage to those remaining, with 
one capsizing and sinking immediate- 
ly," the communique said. 


The President dismissed as "fan- 


tastic" the Japanese claims that they 
had taken naval supremacy in the 
Pacific through the surprise attack 
on Pearl Harbor last Sunday. 


Big Buttle Reported 
LONDON —(IP)— The German radio 


said Wednesday that a battle be- 
tween U. S. and Japanese fleets was 
now in progress in Manila but gave 
no indication of the source of in- 
formation. 


Possibly catching its own report on 


the rebound the station' later quoted 
a Boston radio as saying "a great 
naval battle" is raging near Man- 
ila.

be converted into 100 light or medium 
tanks, into 200 four-ton trucks, or in- 
to GOO IG-inch shells for the battle- 
ships of our navy. 


As I said in the beginning, this is 


one of tho first evidences that ihi 
United States is coming to grips with 
the real problem of shortages in raw 
materials. For months, a number of 
government workers have been say- 
ing that we would havo to take a page 
from Hitler's book if wo were going to 
meet the soaring demand for some raw 
materials. Until now, they have been 
mostly voices crying in the wilder- 
ness. 


Most often cited by these persons 


in their arguments was Hitler's solu- 
tion of the copper shortage in Ger- 
many at the outset of the war. Where, 
he had asked his experts, is the most 
copper in Germany? They had answ- 
ered, in the rain gutters around our 
homes and buildings. Then go get ' 
Hitler ordered. The protest was that 
it would cost many times the value of 
scrap copper to salvage it, but Hit- 
ler's order stood and the result was 
| that the Nazis had enough copper to 
start and carry on the war. In terms of 
those early victories, it came so cheap- 
ly that its cost could only be con- 
sidered negligible. 


Apparently, the United Slates is 


learning this lesson: When a short- 
age is almost certain, the cost o fa 
product doesn't matter; the important 
thing is to get it. Six hundred 10- 
inch shells could be the margin of 
victory in World War II.

Cotton Market 
Quota Vote 


Eligible Farmers 
to Go to Polls 
on Saturday 


Cotton fanners of Hcmpstead county 


will join other cotton producers of 
the state and nation in a referen- 
dum Saturday, December 13, to de- 
cide whether marketing quotas for 
next year's cotton crop will be in 
effect, accoring to H. Earl King, chair- 
man of the county Triple-A commit- 
tee, in announcing final arrangements 
for the voting. 


Every person in the county who 


shared in this year's cotton crop is 
eligible to vote Saturday, Mr. King 
said. Since marketing quotas do not 
apply to cotton one and one-half 
inches or more in staple length, farm- 
ers who produce only that type of 
cotton will not be eligible to vote, 
he said. 


The question of marketing quotas 


must be decided by the producers 
themsselves, Mr. King declared, and 
they cannot become effective unless 
approved by at least two-thirds of 
the producers voting in the referen- 
dum. Since cotton farmers are vitally 
affecte by quotas and they are hto 
ones who must decide on them, every 
cotton farmer in the county has an 
obligation to express his opinion in 
this democratic manner, the chair- 
man said. Another thing, he said in 
conclusion, it gives every farmer a 
voice in the farm program and by 
voting he will show congress he has 
an interest in the program. 


The voting will be by secret bal- 


lot. Polling places will open at 8:30 
a. m. and will close at 5 p. m.
